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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election of Group II, claims 7-12, in the reply filed on 8/7/06 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 1-6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 8/7/06. 

Specification 

Applicant has indicated co-pending applications in the first paragraph of the 
specification. The first page of the specification should be updated to clarify the status 
of all related applications noted in the first paragraph of the specification. The status of 
nonprovisional parent application(s) (whether patented or abandoned) should also be 
included. If a parent application has become a patent, the expression "now Patent 

No. " should follow the filing date of the parent application. If a parent 

application has become abandoned, the expression "now abandoned" should follow the 
filing date of the parent application. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
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improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not descriptive of the 
invention that is claimed. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "said patient access" in the claim. There is 

insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lichtenstein (4,370,983). Lichtenstein discloses a medical system and method of use 
for blood processing, such as hemofiltration. The system has tubing forming an 
extracorporeal circuit for providing flow of blood and filtrates (i.e. waste fluids). The 
various tubes have at least one sensor in the blood flow tubing for monitoring blood 
pressure. A programmable microprocessor controls the flow of fluid through the circuit, 
is in communication with the sensor(s) and the pump. The controller generates an 
alarm signal when a parameter, such as blood pressure, is out of range to alert the 
user. The controller also will also terminate the flow of fluid in the circuit, such as 
terminating the pump, when a parameter is out of range. 

Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Manica 
(5,679,245). Manica discloses an extracorporeal blood treatment apparatus and 
method of treating. The apparatus includes a filtration unit, tubing blood delivery 
tubing, tubing for removing waste matter from the blood after treatment, and a blood 
pump. A pressure sensor is in the tubing for the monitoring of blood pressure. The 
apparatus includes a control processor that controls interacts with the components of 
the apparatus and provides controlling of said components. An alarm is generated if 
the blood pressure falls below a predetermined value. As a result of detection of an 
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alarm condition by the processor, the pump will be automatically instructed via signals 
transmitted by the control processor 122 to the motor controller 128 to cease pumping. 



Double Patenting 

Claims 6-12 of this application conflict with claims 6-8 of Application No. 

10/797,666. 37 CFR 1 .78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed by the 

same applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one 

application may be required in the absence of good and sufficient reason for their 

retention during pendency in more than one application. Applicant is required to either 

cancel the conflicting claims from all but one application or maintain a clear line of 

demarcation between the applications. See MPEP § 822. 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Oc/cerf, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as 

that of claims 7-12 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,595,943. This is a double patenting 

rejection. The claims of the patent and application are identical in the fact that they both 

recite each and every structural element. The preamble of the application recites the 

system to be a renal replacement therapy system and the preamble of the patent claims 
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recites that the system is a hemofiltration system. These are well known to be 
equivalents of one another since a hemofiltration system's function is to perform an 
artificial renal function.
